OPERATION 

Note: To prevent feedback, make sure the 
microphene's ON/OFF switch is set te OFF 
before connecting it to a PA or recording sys- 
tem. 

1. Plug the microphone's V4-inch (6.35- 
mm) plug into the microphone jack on 
your PA or recording system. 

2. Turn en your PA or recording system. 

3. Set ON/OFF to ON to turn on the micro- 
phone. When you finish using the micro- 
phone, set ON/OFF to OFF.
